Hear Nelson’s Plea

DETROIT.—Now that the inva- 
sion Western Europe on, in-

beaches France.

asserted that labor had now 
grown and was entitled 
recognition management, but 
the same time, said, labor 
must act like grownup and not 
like wild child. 

Labor, said, has become one 
the nation’s great forces. 

“You are responsible members 
responsible body,” declared. 
“Labor must accept its responsi- 
bilities country war.”

serted: 

want say you frankly 
that too many these defaults 
labor and management 
wartime obligations have come 
from this very region, the Detroit 
area, the heart 
America.

troubles between management and 
labor this region are real and 
serious. But those issues are being 
magnified and aggravated out 
all proportion hot emotion 
both sides.” 

Nelson said that all too often 
unhealthy attitude mind 
blocked settlement Detroit prob- 
lems methods that are working 
well elsewhere the country. 

“This attitude found both 
among workers and among man- 
agers. Powerful elements both 
groups have taken grim, diehard 
position. They have forgotten that 
they are the same team. In- 
stead, they regard themselves 
being fight against each other. 
Psychologically, they have dug 
themselves for that fight. Now 
they want stay the trenches 
and slug out, instead working 
for practical adjustment their 
differences, like reasonable men 
affairs, and like good Americans.” 

symptoms the bad psy- 
chological condition, Nelson cited 
the foremen’s strike and the rela- 
management committees here. 

“The great bulk manage- 

ments Detroit have consist- 
ently drawn back from the labor- 
management committee plan, 
which entirely voluntary,” 
said. “They are unwilling give 
the committee plan fair trial, 
even careful study. This fact 
plainly reveals the extent 
which Detroit management and 
labor have lost touch. 

reckless and irresponsible ideas 
that have heard voiced men 
both sides from this area— 
men who seem more intent 
teaching the other fellow lesson 
than getting the war job done. 
There too much dangerous talk 
and too much dangerous thinking 
this city. 

“Business has everything lose, 
and labor has everything lose, 
assuming responsibility before 
the people either for injury 
war production now, for post- 
war condition that would imperil 
the welfare the country.” 

Nelson said that there was need 
Detroit for industrial statesman- 
ship that big enough bridge 
the gap between labor and man- 
agement.

Now 
they want stay the trenches 
and slug out, instead working 
for practical adjustment their 
differences, like reasonable men 
affairs, and like good Americans.”

Broad sweeping accusations, 
without actual substantiation, are certainly cruel and un- 
called for.

This Central Highway one 
the most daring pieces 
highway engineering the 
world for, the first miles 
its length, climbs through 
series canyons, unbelievably 
narrow and steep, and crosses 
the Anticona pass 4,848 meters 
almost 16,000 feet above sea 
level.

Over thousand feet higher thar 
Mont Blanc, the highest mountain 
Europe, higher even than Mount 
Whitney, the highest peak the 
Rockies. The highway then 
continues average elevation 
over 13,000 feet until Cerro 
Pasco passed. then dips into 
valleys. 

Beyond Tingo Maria the high- 
way almost loses itself the 
heavily forested ridges the 
Blue Mountains. Here enters one 
the most romantic episodes 
its construction. 

The problem was how get out 
valley 2,200 feet above sea 
level, over range 7,000 feet high 
and down the River Ucayali. 
pass through the mountains could 
found. 

Someone then remembered that, 
past centuries, the Franciscan 
missionaries had explored much 
this country their efforts con- 
vert the Indians.

The engineers dashed 
back the dusty church archives 
Lima where they studied old 
diaries and musty, faded field 
notes those hardy men the 
brown robes who were explorers 
well missionaries. 

Then, the spring 1937, 
Engineer Federico Basadre 
found the long-forgotten records 
the Franciscan Missionary 
Fray Alonso Abad, which cov- 
ered closely written manu- 
script volumes. 

July 22, 1937, Engineer 
dre, following the exact directions 
written nearly 200 years before, 
found the same canyon which the 
Yuracyacu River had cut 
easterly direction 
Blue Range.

This Boqueron, 
canyon, which has been named 
after Padre Abad, deep, nar- 
row transverse crack through this 


range, brought about some 
gigantic seismic disturbance 
the past.

MONTGOMERY, Ala.—Alabama’s 
Supreme Court handed down re- 
cently 4-to-2 decision upholding 
some but rejecting other provisions 
the state’s stringent 1943 statute 
regulating labor unions. 
Reviewing lower-court findings 
cases instituted the Alabama 
State Federation Labor and 
several affiliated AFL unions, the 
high court majority opinion held 
valid sections requiring labor 
unions file financial statements, 
membership totals, officers’ sala- 
ries and other data with the State 
Department Labor; prohibiting 
the collection fees for work 
permits, and forbidding executive, 
administrative supervisory em- 
ployes from joining unions. 
Ruled unconstitutional were sec- 
tions making unlawful for em- 
ployes refuse handle mate- 
rials not produced, processed 
delivered members labor 
organization; forbidding both labor 
unions and employers’ groups from 
making financial contributions
